PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
To the Board of Directors and 


Members of the Alumni Association: 


As president of our Alumni Association, it is my privilege to summarize 
the work of the Board of Directors for the past year. The work of our 
Standing Committees is included in reports by the respective chairmen. 

The officers and board members for the year were: President—Barbara 
Shippy Pack, First Vice-President—Kathryn Minor Gdalman, Second Vice- 
President—Dorothy Hughes, Treasurer—Edna Melby Travers, Secretary— 
Sally Zeeman, and board members Marion Etten, Frances Geddo, Ruth John- 
sen, Edna McCullough, Magdalene Steward, and Pearl Wittmack. The fol- 
lowing were re-appointed chairmen of Standing Committees: Education— 
Florence McCullah Klenze, Finance—Kathryn Minor Gdalman, Revisions— 
Marie Hardin Geisler and Special Services—Velma Bowman. Merel Schmittler, 
Angela DelVecchio and Dorothy Hughes were appointed chairmen of the 
Membership, Program and Social, and Public Relations Committees respectively. 
According to our bylaws, the Nominating Committee selected Inette Hoxsey 
as their chairman. All chairmen of the Standing Committees served on the 
Board of Directors. 

Due to illness Pearl Wittmack resigned her position as board member in 
January, 1963. Jean Petersen Pierczala was appointed to serve Pearl’s un- 
expired term. 

Regular Alumni meetings were held on November 27, 1962, February 
11, June 10, and October 14, 1963. These meetings were conducted by your 
president. Our annual Alumni Homecoming Day was held on April 17. Ie 
was my pleasure to extend greetings to those members attending the Banquet. 
The annual alumni meeting for 1962-1963 will be held on November 18. 

The Board of Directors held regular meetings on November 5, 1962, 
January 28, March 11, May 13 and September 16, 1963.

All business under the jurisdiction of the Board, as provided for in our 
bylaws, was conducted.

WHAT'S NEW? 


What’s new is that which your Board of Directors has accomplished at 
their meetings of March 9 and May 11. ' 

The privilege of a minimal parking fee in the Visitors’ Parking Lot for 
members of our Alumni Association has been arranged with Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital, through Mr. Norman Brady, Executive Vice President. 
The ticket issued at the lot on the Corner of Paulina and Harrison Streets is 
to be presented at the Reception Desk in the Lobby of the School of Nursing 
where it will be validated. 


Since the filing of an application for exemption from payment of Federal 
Income Tax in December, 1962 our Association has received and answered 
much correspondence from the Internal Revenue Service regarding our classifi- 
cation. Legal counsel was obtained from Mr. Crane Hauser of Winston, 
Strawn, Smith and Patterson. Upon approval of the Board, Mr. Hauser 
refiled our application with the Washington Bureau of Internal Revenue 
Service. We are glad to inform you that on June 1, 1964 our Association 
received its exemption from Federal Income Tax under Section 501(c) (6) of 
the Internal Revenue Code. Though the ruling has been long in coming 
the required annual Income Tax forms have been filed each year by our 


auditor and C.P.A., Mr. Buckles. 


A telegram of best wishes was sent to the group of Chicago Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital Nurses of So. California for their annual luncheon held 
April 25. A portion of their note of appreciation is, “such a nice gesture 
gives us the feeling of still being a part of our Schools of Nursing and 
belonging to a very worthwhile group. These ties are still very strong, 
although many miles, and perhaps many years, separate us.”

terian-St. Luke’s Hospital, that future graduate recipients from our Schools 
of Nursing will be selected and approved with the assistance of our Alumni 
Association. 

Upon recommendation of the Education Committee, by its chairman, 
Mrs. Klenze, the Board of Directors approved the granting of four graduate 
educational scholarships and two Alumni Student Scholarship Awards this 
September, 1964. 
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Inquiries have been made regarding our Association establishing memorial 
funds. We hope it will please you to know that, according to our lawyer, we 
are in a position to accept contributions in memory of an individual(s). 
Acknowledgment will be made, both of receipt of monies and when used. May 
you keep in mind that sums equal to the scholarships, loans and awards 
presented are appropriate for memorial funds.

CLASS NEWS

The following article was sent to us by Maude Gooch which she states 
appeared in “The Challenge” the publication of the Tuberculosis 
Institute of Chicago and Cook County April 1964. 

“Erom the time of its inception, the Visiting Nurse Association had taken 
care of tuberculous patients. It was only eight years old when it 
wrote in its annual report, “We cared for 195 cases of consump- 
tion, an unusually large number.” 

The concern for the tuberculosis—ill caused the Association to organize 
a Tuberculosis Committee in 1903, and to appropriate $2,000 toward 
its first year’s work. 

Miss Harriet Fulmer, (1895) director of the Visiting Nurse Association 
had presented the problem at the November, 1902 meeting. She had 
asked the Board to take up the matter of caring for tuberculosis 
cases and informed them about a crusade already started in New 
York City. A report of the beginning of the Committe’s work 
states, “Miss Fulmer’s interest and constant boosting of the tuber- 
culosis work in Chicago are largely responsible for the work of this 
Committee and its results.” 

Miss Harriet Fulmer later became a member of the first Board of 
Directors of the Chicago and Cook County Tuberculosis Institute. 
The Institute formulated a bill providing for the care of tuberculous 
patients in the state and steered it through the State legislature. It 
was through this bill that the Municipal Tuberculosis Sanitarium 
was established in Chicago.

Since the unexpected is 
more the rule than the exception in my life, he was promptly 
forgotten as soon as we were inside. But once the service was over 
and we were outside, his presence sent my memory roaming. What 
had the months, when no guards were needed, been like? 
They had been months relatively free from fear. For most of us, 
waking up with our heads on our shoulders was as good assurance 
as most human beings can have that they would probably still be 
there when we went to bed. There was no sense of security. The 
terrorists were, and still are, in the jungle, frequently only a couple 
of miles from us, and, aside from some of the old, the ill, the 
women and children, they intend to stay there. They could still 
make stealing raids and molest people going to their gardens, but 
they had no ammunition. Thus the feeling of insecurity but not 
of fear. 


They had been months when large gatherings and evening meetings 
were allowed again with special permission, when the people could 
forget and sing and dance again. Two pastors from churches outside 
Babimbi managed to swallow their fear, and ignore the fears of 
their families, in order to join with us for a Babimbi-wide evangelistic 
campaign and clinic. We were so overwhelmingly received by both 
Protestants and Catholics that I would not even dare to evaluate it. 
The people were so thrilled they would say yes to anything. Only 
time can show how deep it went. Everywhere we were met with 
singing and dancing. At one place the people escorted us to the 
boundries of their resettlement where the people of the next met us 
and escorted us, singing and dancing, all the way to theirs. We drove 
so slowly for so long we ran out of gas and had to siphon the 
gasoline out of the generator which ran the movie projector to get 
us to our destination where, fortunately, a supply of gas had been 
previously stored. 


They had been months when, between clinics, the campaign, the 
hauling of general supplies, and building, the power wagon was 
forever on the go. The roads and bridges were bad at times. It 
took $600 worth of new tires to get us over them safely. Fortunately, 
during the campaign they were comparatively good for us, but even 
so our guest pastors frequently felt safer walking than riding. The 
Lord’s guardian angels were kept very busy getting us over fallen 
trees, through rivers, across precarious bridges, up and down impos- 
sible hills, and along dangerous precipices, but they functioned 
nobly. The military are sure the power wagon must have attachable 
wings as well as a four wheel drive, a winch, and a skillful, courageous 
driver. It certainly has had the Lord’s journeying mercies. 

They have been months of building. We hope before furlough to 
dedicate a church at Ibong, a school house at Ndom, and a dis- 
pensary at Song Bok, all built on half a shoe string and the will of 
the people to build. They have been months of more clinics than 
ever before. With the departure of fear, all the major roads??? of 
Babimbi were re-opened. They form a complete circle along which, 
because of the resettlements, most of the people live. At the request 
of the churches and the government my clinics were extended beyond 
the boundaries of the Ibong field to include all of Babimbi, doubling 
my territory and number of patients. And each new outreach brought 
to light more wretched orphans. All available sleeping space has 
been filled with cribs, buggies, basinettes, cots, or just thin matresses 
on the floor, even to removing all but 2 chairs from the central 
room which serves as living room and dining room, then as a sleeping 
room. Many have been restored to health and returned to their 
villages, but others keep coming in, not all in poor condition, so we 
are still full. One precious and especially happy and vivacious baby 
developed leukemia and has now left this world, and my arms fain 
would have kept him, for eternal joy.

They have been months that have brought changes in the mechanics 
of the church. There is further integration, and much that was 
primarily for Fraternal Workers no longer exists. Since life in 
general and the terrorism in particular has long since integrated 
Ibong, the changes affect me very little. But there is one that you 
need to know about. The office that cared for the mail and packages 
which were sent to me at Yaounde no longer exists. There is 
another arrangement that will care for it for the time being, but 
henceforth all mail and packages should be sent to me at Ibong, 
Ndikinimeki, Cameroun. 


They have been months when I’ve thanked the Lord thousands of 
times for all the blessings His love has poured out upon us. Just to 
mention a few, there has been safety at home and while traveling, 
suffering relieved and lives saved, a marked renewal of life within 


the church, and a newly ordained pastor who really works (who also 


has much to learn and wants to learn). They have been months of 
really excellent health and extra strength made possible by what I 
call His divine extra. The staff has been loyal and hard working. 
The opportunities have been endless for service. There have been oh, 
so much gratitude for the friends whose gifts have made it all 
possible. Sometimes they were barely in time, and never have we 
been much ahead, but we’ve had what we needed. A few children 
had to be sent back to their villages sooner than I usually do, for 
lack of funds, but as far as I know they are holding their own. I'll 
soon be seeing them on my clinic trips. 


Why the armed guard at church? Last fall one of the terrorist 
captains was captured (not from our part of Babimbi). There have 
been periodic, minor indications that the terrorists were not happy 
about it, and had no intentions of giving up because of it. He and 
several others have been executed, so the armed guards are a pre- 
cautionary measure and, we hope, temporary. 


Barring the unexpected, such as a measles epidemic (it’s a deadly 
disease out here) which would most surely keep me right here or 
send me flying back, there will be a three months’ furlough from 
early June to early September. Esther and I will be traveling 
together. There is no replacement so I must find the best African 
staf’ I can to carry on alone, and exercise my faith exceedingly to 
leave my precious little treasures in their so-young hands. Barring 
a financial miracle, of which the Lord is quite capable if He so sees 
fit, it will take all my furlough allowance to keep things going here, 
so traveling and visiting will depend on speaking engagements. 


Esther came to spend Christmas with me, so you know it was a 
happy one. For you folks the holidays have passed, but in a sense 
it is always Christmas at our house. Every walking minute there are 
the little ones’ to love with all my heart, and whether at home or 
elsewhere, there are always limitless ways for love to give of itself. 
That leads to a special joy and peace and good will which many of 
you know only at Christmas and perhaps now and then at other 
times of the year. Why do not some of you come and see for 
yourself? And what of the New Year? Only the Lord knows, but 
that is enough for me. May it also be enough for you.

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CLASS NEWS 


1929—Virginia Paterson Tremayne writes: 


“This summer I became one of the many Americans who went ‘‘winging” 

to Europe. My son James, a Captain in the U. S. Army, is stationed 
at Friedberg, Germany, and lives in Bad Naukeine. 
On August 15, he, his wife Joyce and one year old Jimmie met me 
at Frankfurt Airport. The one year old and I met for the first time 
—he is a sturdy blue-eyed blonde who captured my heart at first sight. 
On Tuesday, August 18, James, Joyce and I started for London 
driving the “Autoban”. On the Autoban there is no speed limit but 
drivers seem very thoughtful of each other. The scenery through 
West Germany, Belgium and the little part of France down to 
Calais is beautiful. The farms are so neat and clean looking and 
trees everywhere. The houses are all about the same color—cement 
with red tile roofs, gay balconies with flowers—no screens at most 
of the windows. Seems bugs and mosquitoes are unknown. Along 
the road in Belgium you see numerous religious shrines and in among 
the fields of corn, grain or cabbage, you see flowers too. “Food for 
the soul”, so they say. 


So Saturday we headed back to Dover to tackle the Channel again. 
The famous White Cliffs of Dover are a sight to see. This time the 
Channel showed us she could behave like a lady and. we enjoyed 
the trip the full 1% hours. 


One day we spent in Heidelberg, riding the Cable Car up the 
mountain then going in the elevator to observation platform on the 
“Rocket” upon the mountains over 1400 feet above the town and 
over 1800 feet above sea level. 


As we went back down the mountain we stopped to tour the Heidel- 
berg “Schlass’”. Now I know why people used to die so young. I 
never saw so many steps go up and down—for no good reason except 
they were there in your way. Castel was built sometime in 11th or 
12th century. 


There in the wine cellar are two large wine vats—one holds 42,000 
gallons and the other 50,000. Needless to say, the 50,000 was filled 
to the brim only once. 


The English Channel looked deceivingly smooth but, believe me, it 
treated just about everyone very roughly. 


England is lovely but, in some ways, odd with their “dual carriage- 
way” (divided highway) and their “Round about” (traffic circle) 
plus driving on the left hand side of the road. 


London to me was quite bewildering and if it had not been for taxi- 
cabs I am sure we would have been hopelessly lost. 


London tower, London Bridge, Westminister Abbey, Old Curiosity 
Shop, Buckingham Palace—all names until you see them with your 
own eyes. Everything seems so steeped in history—British Museum 
where we saw “The Rosetta Stone”, Madam Tusserd’s Wax Museum 
where you felt you should curtsey to Queen Elizabeth and reach out 
to shake hands with such persons as Eisenhower, Kennedy, Johnson, 
Roosevelt, John Glenn and many others. Windsor Castle, Hampton 
Court Gardens—all so beautiful but alas comes the time to say 


Good-bye. 


Heidelberg is a beautiful city—one you would love to visit again. 
Another day Joyce and I went into Frankfurt. During the war the 
town was bombed out completely about 60-70%. The ‘Farbor” 
building Ike said, to our boys—“don’t bomb that building I want 
it for my headquarters” (so I was told). The building was untouched 
and today NaCom has it for their headquarters—a lovely red stone 
building. 
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All good things must end and again I found myself at Frankfurt to 
reverse my trip across the Atlantic. 


We came over the Northern Atlantic to avoid turbulent air—about 
300 miles south of Ireland over southern tip of Greenland and down 
the coast of Labrador where about 70 miles off the coast from an 
altitude of 30,000 feet, we saw 15-20 huge icebergs. A little closer 
to land we saw many green islands with an edging of “white lace”. 
Europe is a lovely place to visit, especially when you are getting 
acquainted with a little cherub of a grandson, but nothing looks as 
nice as our country—dirt, bugs, screens to windows and all.

1953—Frieda Paul Atkinson sent the following letter after their forced evacua- 
tion from the Congo: 
"The Lord hath done great things for us, whereof we are glad.” 
About one month ago we were happily and busily engaged in the 
work at Oicha. This morning we are in a cozy cottage by the ocean 
out on Long Island, New York. Incredible as it may seem, we are 
here in the States, and firmly believe the Lord had His hand in 
all this. 


As you are aware, our N.E. section of Congo is the scene of a 
vicious communist inspired rebellion. There is no respect for persons, 
property, nor legally constituted authority. Roving bands of undis- 
ciplined rebels have terrorized the entire Northern half of the 
Congo in just four short weeks. Hospitals have been demolished, 
important medically trained Africans senselessly slaughtered, and 
missionaries either detained or forced to flee. Local government 
officials have been publicly murdered or have escaped by foot through 
the forest to safety in Uganda. 


After the fall of Stanleyville, the local radio station began transmit- 
ting anti-American messages. This spurred our American embassies 
in Leopoldville and Washington to contact the missionaries via 
amateur radio from Kampala, Uganda. They strongly urged our 
immediate evacuation to East Africa. Following prayerful considera- 
tion of this with our African brethren, it seemed wisest for us to 
leave. The next few days were tense and exciting. In a wonderful 
way the Lord brought us out despite obstacles and danger .(Psalms 
121:8) As I write to you today, one of our A.I.M. families is still 
in Stanleyville, and a missionary lady remains at Aba station, unheard 
from for nearly a month now. 


We are grateful for His deliverance of our family and loved ones 
in answer to your prayers. However, we hasten this letter to you for 
fervent intercession. Our African church will doubtless pass through 
deep waters of trial and affliction. It seems that a purging and a 
refining is imminent. Please pray much with us for our Oicha 
leaders: Pastors Zephaniah and Filipo (who was beaten just the 
week before we left), Yonama, our hospital administrator, Manoah, 
Benjamina, Thomasi, Joshua, and Abisai who are our key men 
spiritually and medically in the hospital. 
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The rebels have been through the Oicha area leaving the local 
chef-de-poste and some 50 others dead in their wake. No word has 
been received of the actual condition of the hospital. All but per- 
sonal hand luggage was necessarily left behind, as in His time we 
hope to return. Specifically then, let’s pray faithfully for: 

1. The church of Jesus Christ in the Congo and her leaders. 

. That the Christians might stand under the heat of persecution.

3. That the Lord will soon open the door for missionaries to return. 
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. For sustinence, peace, and courage for our detained fellow 
missionaries. 


>. For an ever deepening prayer burden for His work in this needy 
land. 


We are looking to the Lord for a time of rest and physical restora- 
tion in the days ahead. Our current address is Box 425, Cutchogue, 
L. I., N. Y., and our phone is 516 PE 4-5345. Future plans are as 
yet indefinite, but the desire of our heart is to return to the Congo 
when He reopens the door. We are looking forward to seeing you 
all in the near future.

A member of the committee, Muriel 
Stewart, agreed to carry out-the programs for our October and November 
meetings. 


Regular alumni meetings were held on February 10, June 8, and October 
12. Your President presided at these meetings. Our annual Homecoming Day 
was held April 16. It was my pleasure to extend greetings and best wishes to 
members and honored guests attending the Banquet. The annual meeting 
for 1963-1964 will be held November 9. 


The Board of Directors held a special meeting on November 18, 1963 and 
four regular meetings on January 10, March 9, May 11 and September 14, 
1964. All regular meetings were conducted by your President. 


Business under the authority of the Board, as provided in our bylaws, was 
handled with consideraticn to our goals and interests of the Association at 
large. Significant accomplishments for the past year have been the following. 


As required by the General Not For Profit Corporation Act of Illinois, 
an application for exemption from the payment of Federal Income Tax was 
submitted to the Internal Revenue Service in December, 1962. Since that 
time our Association has received and answered much correspondence from 
the Internal Revenue Service regarding our classification. Legal counsel was 
obtained from Mr. Crane Hauser of Winston, Strawn, Smith and Patterson. 
Upon approval of the Board, Mr. Hauser refiled our application with the 
Washington Bureau of Internal Revenue Service. On June 1, 1964 our 
Association received its exemption from Federal Income Tax under Section 
501 (c) (6) of the Internal Revenue Code. A Federal Income Tax form was 
completed and filed with the Internal Revenue Service for the fiscal year of 
1963 by our auditor and C.P.A., Crofford Buckles & Co. 


Arrangements made with Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, through Mr. 
Norman Brady, Executive Vice President and Director, allow Alumni members 
the privilege of a 50c minimal parking fee in the Visitors’ Parking Lot. The 
ticket issued at the lot on the corner of Paulina and Harrison Streets is 
presented at the Reception Desk in the Lobby of the School of Nursing 
where it will be validated for the minimum fee. 
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The Ellen Robinson Fund (named after Ellen Robinson, a St. Luke’s 
graduate of 1904) is a trust fund established ‘for the maintenance and 
support of trained nurses in needy circumstances, who by reason of sickness 
or accident are unfit either temporarily or permanently for work in their 
profession.” The recipients are selected from graduates of Chicago Wesley 
Memorial Hospital, Illinois Training School for Nurses and Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital. Inquiry of the administration of the Ellen Robinson Fund, 
once handled by the President of the St. Luke’s Alumnae Association, has 
resulted in the following: (1) that qualified recipients of the Fund may be 
chosen by the President or Vice President of the institutions named therein, 
and, (2) your President has been assured by Mr. Richard Slottow, Vice 
President of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital, that future graduate recipients 
from our Schools of Nursing will be selected and approved with the assistance 
of our Alumni Association. 


Upon recommendation of the Education Committee two Alumni Student 
Scholarships were approved for 1964. The Awards were presented by your 
Education Committee Chairman, Florence Klenze, and President, to Marilyn 
Johnson and Jacqueline Thorson on October 6. 


Again this year we were happy to hear from the active Chicago Presby- 
terian-St. Luke’s Hospital Nurses of So. California about their Annual Lunch- 


eon. Our Association is most grateful to them for their contribution each year 
to the Student Scholarship Fund. 


Memorial funds can be established within our Association in memory of 
an individual(s). Acknowledgement will be made upon receipt of all contribu- 
tions and when used. Appropriate sums for such funds would be those 
equivalent to our scholarships (student and graduate), loans and awards. 
Those desiring to set up a memorial fund are asked to contact our Education 
Committee Chairman or the President. 


The Alumni Association accepted an invitation from Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s Hospital to be guests at a Buffet Supper on June 8. Mr. Norman 
Brady, Executive Vice President and Director, spoke about the Hospital’s staff 
nursing needs. Employment information was distributed and it is hoped our 
Alumni will be able to help fill some of the positions open. 


An invitation to attend the Graduation Breakfast at the School of Nursing 
and Commencement Service at Orchestra Hall on September 10 was accepted 
by your President. At the Breakfast it was my pleasure to present our Alumni 
Association Award to 1964 graduate, Sandra Rae Davis, for outstanding per- 
formance in patient care, scholastic achievement and citizenship. As Alumni 
representative it was a privilege to sit on the stage during the Commencement 
Service. 


For the Alumni members I would like to express appreciation to Board 
Directors whose terms expire this year: Second Vice President—Dorothy 
Hughes, Treasurer—Edna Travers, Board members—Frances Geddo and 
Magdalene Steward, and all Committee Chairmen. It has been a privilege 
working with them and the other members of the Board, whose decisions 
have been based on the interests of all members of the Association. It has 
been a rare privilege to serve with Edna Travers, Treasurer, who has been an 
officer and member of the Board for 20 years. Her untiring efforts of loyalty 
to our Association are highly commendable. Always a constant’ source of 
knowledge concerning Association matters she has indeed been a valuable 
member of the Board of Directors. Among her many accomplishments for 
the Association, as well as being a most competent treasurer, she was responsible 
for setting up our Life Membership Fund and the Blue Cross Service Guild.
